The weakening of the control of the SIMA Iron Guardists has been f arorably vieved m g J 

by raany non-Guardist Rumanian refugees. Oft the other hand, certain liberal Rumâni an 111 " m n 

refugee leaders consider that this mqy be but a maneuver on the part of the Legion 

aaires and that they vili eventuaUy close the ranks again after having attained 
the leadership of nearly all Rumanian organizations in Germany.
